BIG^RECEPTION 

Church Artistically Decorated. High Tribute Paid the Author by 

Dr. Parrish, Prof. Williams, Bishop Parka and Others. 

Musical Program Enlivens Affair. Church 

Auditorium Crowded. . 



The reception tendered 
Sampson Brooks; Friday, April 23, by 
the officers and -member* of St Paul, 
to celebrate the review of his new 
book, "Footprints of a Black Mm in 
the Holy Land," will go' down in she 
auuli of history, a* one of the most 
brilliant and uni one social events ot 
the church. The. chnrch auditorium 
had been artistically decorated by a 
profusion of sweet peas, tmtlax and 
ferns, gaily festooning the altar rail- 
ing and gracefully entwining the chan- 
deliers and pulpit, adding the holiday 
air Aid spirit of festivity 10 manifest 
throughout the evening. No less 
beautiful was the lecture room, which 
deft and artistic fingers had trans- 
formed into a veritable bower : %f 
- beauty 'hud fairy splendor. Graceful 
streamers and beautiful flowers made 
a canopy for a table ample in propor- 
tion, with a handsome centerpiece of 
ctuny lace as a cover. A color scheme 
of pink and green was carried out 
throughout the decorations, effective- 
ly emphasized in the beautiful flowers, 
ferns and shaded candles adorning 
the table. The church auxiliaries and 
honoree of the occasion with distin- 
guished guests from a distance en- 
tered the auditorium in a processional, 
led by the Reception Committee and 
a heautifnl bevy of young ladies. The 
church was almost filled to its ut- 
most capacity at the beginning of the 
program, and this appreciative throng 
was constantly supplemented as the 
program proceeded and the evening 
waxed old.

of St Louis to him and Mrs. Brooks. 
He presented, prj behalf of the Sum- 
ner High School, a de luxe edition of 
his book to Dr. Parrish as art expres- 
sion of their admiration for him and 
a souvenir of the evening. Dr. Par- 
rish responded gracefully and said his 
family wotild treasure it and he would 
take it to the Louisville High School 
where it should set a standard and 
prove an inspiration. The program 
was interspersed with music which 
contributed, much to the enjoyment 
of the evening.

SUES FOR $10,000 

GETS ONE 1CENT 



Argus Wins Victory in Damage Suit of Moaby Against Publishing 

Co., and Two Lawyers. Prominent Citizens Tate Interest 

in Trial Negro Attorneys Make Eloquent Plena. .. 



After a trial which consumed most 
•f last week, a jury in Division No. 4 
of the Circuit Court, over which 
Judge Leo. S. Rasaieur presides, re- 
turned a verdict in which Benjamin 
H. Mosby,, teacher of history in 
Sumner High School, was awarded 
one cent damages. The suit was for 
libel and' grew oul of the publication 
of an article in the St. Louis Argus 
fast September which purported to 
give an account of a hearing before 
the school board of the city of St.

Louis on charges preferred against 
Mosby, George C. Poagc and Gerald 
Tyler, teachers in the public schools. 
The defendants were the St. Louis 
Argus, J. E. Mitchell, Herbert T. 
Meadows,- Homer G. Phillips and 
Geo. L. Vaughn, the latter two being 
attorneys. The plaintiff asked for 
(5,000 actual and $5,000 punitive dam- 
ages. The amount represented by the 
verdict is one one-millionth part of 
the amount sued for. Mosby was 
represented by Ex- Lieu tenant Gov. 
Chas. P. Johnson, and attorneys 
Young and Morrow. The defendants 
were represented by attorneys Jesse 
L. England, Homer G. Phillips and 
Geo. L. Vaughn. 

The ease attracted wide-spread at- 
tention because of the issues in- 
volved, and large crowds were in at- 
tendance each day of the trial. The 
verdict is what is known as a "split 
verdict," the jury finding for and 



against the plaintiff. On the count 
for punitive or exemplary damages, 
the jury found against Mosby bat on 
the count for actual damage sustained 
to his reputation and for the embar- 
rassment and loss consequent there- 
to, the jury found for him and 
awarded him the sum of one cent. A 
demurrer to the evidence waa.- 
sustained as to the defendant Mead' 
ows arid the jury was instructed to 
return a verdict in his favor on all 
counts of the petition but ths plain- 
tiff's attorneys were permitted to dis- 
miss the case against Meadow* and 
it was taken from the consideration 
of the jury so far as he- was con- 
cerned. 

The trial of this case will long be 
remembered in this city. Many of 
St. Louis' most prominent Negro 
citizens were called as witnesses as 
well as members of the school board. 
The handling of the case was very 
skillful, and the addresses of the at- 
torneys for the defense were master- 
pieces of eloquence and logic. Ac- 
cording to the opinion of those in 
attendance, and attaches of the court, 
Messrs. Phillips and Vaughn talked 
"rings" around Gov. Johnson and his 
associates, and the whole city is 
ringing with their praises. The ver- 
dict is a moral victory for the Argus 
and forces which have been trying 
to bring about better conditions at 
Sumner High School. 

The evidence proved that the de- 
fendants had no malice in publish- 
ing the article, but only desired to 
show the real condition that existed 
in the Sumner High School.

The Need of Effort. 
Our Lord answers the question In 
an Indirect way by a solemn exhorta- 
tion to thla duty. "Strive to enter In 
at the atralght sate." Whatever ulh- 
era may think about tt he would hare 
ua feel the need for exertion. Thla 
need la not became salyatlon ,1a to 
difficult In Itself, tor it la written that 
'"Whosoever shall call upon the name 
of the Lord shall be aaved" (Romans 
10:131. But the ttrlvlni fa owMbbI- 
tated (1) by the power of the counter- 
acting Influence! of the world, whose 
sate ia "wide," aa we tee from Hat 
thew 7:13 and (!) because of the 
subtlety of falae teachers, at we oee 
In the same "scripture; and anally 
(3). because Of the urgency Of the 
timet, inasmuch as the day It com- 
ing, and perhaps tooner than we ex- 
pect, when "The Master o( the hboao" 
shall "shut the door." '- 

The Self-Deealvod Onea. 
Our Lord enforces hla exhortation 
by describing that day, addlnc; "Ftor 
many, 1 say nnto you, will aeek to sa- 
fer iu aiid sh*n Dot tin ablB." The 
long-aufferlng of Ood (owardi men 
will some day have an end. It will be 
the day when oar Lord abalt come 
again, and we know not how toon It 
may be. The throne of grace win be 
removed then and the throne of Judg- 
ment net up tn Jta place. 

But. the moat aatoundlnt; part of It 
is that so many In that day will And 
them se lies to have been.aelf -deceived. 
In thla place In Lake, and In tt* 
parallel place In Matthewt Uoapel. 
Christ calls attention to four kinda of 
self-deception. Ha speaks of thawa 
who have been hla gueota. ao to speak, 
•atlns and drlnktruj in hla pretence; 
. be opeaka of those who have listened

taught hla word, and of thoae who 
have wrought his sign s. Nona ot theae 
on that account merely nave any claim 
upon bis bletalns; In the life to come. 
"What need there la for solemn self- 
examination here. 

The Meaning of the Oate. - | 
Of course when oar Lord ;peake of 
the ""gate" he really means himself. 
and he said at another time, 1 am the 
door; by me if any man enter in, ha 
shall be aaved and shall go In nod 
out and And pasture. (John 1C:*>.*' 
We enter In by believing on the Lard 
Jesus Chriat aa our Savior and con- 
fessing blm aa our Lord. Have you 
yet definitely done thla* If to. why 
not do It. now aa you think upon theae 
words? The distinguishing aarli that 
we are aaved. that we are bis dlacl- 
plea, and that eternal glory la before 
na. ia the fruit that we bear. Christ 
makes thla very plain. In this same 
discourse, but blessed be hit nam!

Although anointed by 
torioua In anna and promoted at court, 
David waa many yearn In reaching bis 
throne. At Drat both court and army 
did blm honor (cb. 18:2). yet h* con- 
ducted hlmaelf with great modesty 
(11:18, 131- He also obeyed the king 
explicitly though he knew fully that 
he waa the God -appointed Bneceeaor 
of Saul. Escapes aa wonderful and as 
providential aa David's occur in the' 
Uvea of moat of na If we could but 
know them. 

David end Jonathan, w. 14. The 

With anch close 
family relations and a son-in-law no 
■uccosoful at arm* It fa strange that 
Saul's anger should vent itself upon 
David. At first Saul wan .much at- 
tached to David' but the admiration vjf 
(he people for David aroused hla Jeal- 
ousy, (ch. 18:0) and Jealousy la pecu- 
liarly a soldier's disease. The slave of 
leatonoy never baa peace. Aa alb and 
disobedience developed in hit life Saul 
became subject to flta of insane rage 
during one of which, aa David played 
upon hla harp and 'endeavored to quiet 
the. monarch's . pplrlt, he hurled a 
Javelin, which served aa hla scepter. 
at the harpist (cb. 19:10). Saul felt 
that David waa divinely .protected and 
he knew that Ood hod departed from 
hla own ttro (16:23; 1J:W). Ban! did 
not keep hie grief and rage to hlmaelf 
for Jonathan and the nation alike 
knew all about It 

Saul and Jonathan, w. 4-7. tt 
took courage and aelf-aaeridee on 
Jonathan's part to apeak on behalf of 
DavM. Prudence and principle are 
combined in Jonathan's plea. Those 
who envy include In their hate and 
anger all who apeak kindly In behalf 
of their enemy. But Jonathan's argu- 
ment fvv. i, G) In unanswerable. 
David-had not eiiined against Saul: it 
waa Jehovah who "wrought a great 
salvation for all Israel" on the day 
David took hla Ufa In hla hand and 
overcame Ool lath. Jonathan pleads for 
Ood as well ss for his friend. He 
called to Saul's memory hla former 
toy at teeing Jehovah's victory 
through David and for the time being 
Saul waa persuaded (v. II) and made 
another of thoae Impetuous promises 
whh-b- wrov e d ao- fl eetin g -TJahated by .. 
Jonathan (Matt 5:9) David returned 
to Saul's presence, entered once more 
upon the discharge of his dntle* and 

desisted only when he aaw that hla 
presence only aggravated the king and 
that he waa naeleaaly exposing hla life 
presence. David waa faith- 
ful to Ood and to Clod's anointed king. 
MIAMI and David, w. 8-12 
Saul's hatred vmt too deep to be p ■ 
manently overcome.

IV. ^Summary. All Who envy are 
murderers at heart (Matt, 27:18; I John

else they hurl unfair and unjust busi- 
ness methods at other* that they may 
perpetuate their power or elaa build 
themselves up upon the ruins or those 
whom they envy.

The other part of the verdict, which awards Mosby one cant in 
damages for injury to his reputation, humiliation and pecuniarv 
loss, says in effect that the jury believed h 
impaired and injured just one cent's worth, 

The plaintiffs lawyers asked for a substantial money verdict 
on each count in the petition, both to repay him for loss, damage 
to reputation and humiliation, and to punish the defendants for 
exhibiting malice and ill will and for wantonly assailing the char- 
acter of citizens.
